I Snorer that I misled you about the sizes of some of the 
medals. Those the sizes of which I did not put dwmwm are the exact size | 
of the pbekopranke sent; namely, the Louis Agassiz, the two Humboldts, 
the small Virchow, The Pasteur placgue may or may not have a reduced 
medal; I have never seen the reduction. The larger of the Humboldt 
placques is by Paquet, an engraver in the U.S. Mint; the smaller is by 
F. Loos. 

L made a mistake when I photographed Charles III. of 
Monaco. All I ose as Albert I. ig the 100-frano gold pieces. This I will 
work on some negative the next time I photograph. 
I think I gave you the inscriptions on all the medals but 
one or two. These I indicated with inscription on back; I forget now which 


ones these were. If you will let me know, 1 will send you the inscriptions.
